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XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


No. 42.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia for the months of April, 
May, and June, 1927. 


April.—During the month, excluding a few South-West Coastal Stations, a general shortage 
was indicated throughout the State in the rainfall totals for April. By far the most important rain 
oceurred on the 27th and 28th, when a general agricultural downpour, which extended inland to the 
South Coolgardie Goldfields as well as in the South-West Coastal areas, was noted. Showers were 
also reported on the 2nd, 3rd, 6th, and 7th, but were by no means general, affecting principally coastal 
districts, although on the 7th the gaugings proved of great value to the extreme Eastern Agricul- 
tural Districts. 


In the Tropics rainfall was contined to a few thunderstorms in the Kimberley Districts on the 
10th and 11th. 


May.—The rainfall for the month, so far as agricultural interests were concerned, may be 
described as marking time. March was a wet month; April, dry until the 27th, but on that date 
a very useful rain penetrated to the wheat belt. The 6th to 9th of May saw a repetition of valuable 
downfalls, but in no instance were they very heavy, and, as a result, the lighter falls which occurred 
on the 15th were very welcome. Other disturbances followed on the 24th and 29th, but the registra- 
tions, except over South-West Coastal areas, were very weak, and at the close of the month the 
situation warranted a feeling of anxiety which was generally expressed in agricultural circles. The 
showers which had fallen were, nevertheless, sufficient to maintain plant growth. 


Taking the month as a whole, the normal rainfall was exceeded only in a few isolated instances, 
chiefly in the East Kimberley, near the West and South-West Coasts, and in ‘the extreme South-East. 
Elsewhere defects were the general rule, and in the West Kimberley and De Grey Divisions the month 
was practically rainless. 


June.—In the agricultural regions of the State this was a month of mingled anxiety and con- 
fidence. The rainstorms were less frequent than usual, for the time of the year, and the intervening 
periods, which were marked by bright sunshine and drying winds, made each successive rainstorm 
doubly welcome on its arrival. On the whole, however, the monthly average was equalled or slightly 
exceeded, and the month closed with the wheat outlook in a highly satisfactory position. 


Turning to the pastoral regions, it should be noted that a two months’ spell of dry weather 
had, to an extent, discounted the beneficial effects of the extensive downpours of last March. Some 
useful rains, however, visited all districts (with the exception of the East Kimberley) during the 
opening week of June. This was again followed up by moderate to fairly heavy falls between the 
14th and 19th, while the rainstorm of the 25th, which in some districts was the heaviest of the three, 
placed the month under review in a very favourable position from the pastoralists’ point of view. 
Throughout the Ashburton, Gascoyne, and Murchison country the total registrations for the month 
were, in few instances, below two inches, whilst here and there gaugings as high as five inches were 
noted. The falls on the Coolgardie Goldfields, although lighter, averaged one and a half to two inches 
—ample for the time of the year. Turning to the most Northerly portions of the State the gaugings 
were very patchy, and, with few exceptions, light, but in this region, of course, winter rains are not 
expected.
